It was not an ordinary burning 
star or light as it seemed to 
be under control — it moved 
rapidly and then would stop and 
then move again, said Charles 
.Morris of Salisbury . Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Morris was referring to 
the “bail of fire” that has biien 
spotted recently in the Moncton 
area which even Department 
of Transport officials claim has 
been spotted. • 

Sunday at approximately 11:30 
p.m. Mr. Morris was travelling 
from Salisbury to Coverdale 
where he is employed when he 
spotted a bright light across the 
Petitcodiac River over Moncton. 

“I first picked the fire-colored 
object up in my rear view 
mirror,” he said, “and then 
again as I was opposite the 
Turtle Creek Church as it 
appeared directly opposite me 
across the river.” 

Mr. Morris said, “sometimes 
it appeared very large and then 
appeared very small and didn’t 
last for any more than 30 se¬ 
conds.” 

It appeared to be approxi¬ 
mately 10 to 12 feel in diameter, 
he added. 

In recent years there have 
been several reports of Un¬ 
identified Flying Objects at the 
control tower at Moncton Air¬ 
port but they were shot down 
by officials as being aircraft 
landing and taking-off. 

Also, Sunday night at ap¬ 
proximately 11:30 p.m. another 
man spotted the mysterious 
object over the city. 

H. W. Upham of 190 Halifax 
Street said he was driving 
westerly on Halifax Street when , 
he spotted what he initially 
thought to be a “light on the top 
of a building.” 

He said the object appeared 
to be moving, “diminishing in 
size until it petered out.” 

“As I watched”, he said, 
“there seemed to be a puff of 
smoke and it disappeared.” 

A check with the control 
tower disclosed there were no 
aircraft In the area, in fact 
one controller admit he saw it 
himself. 

Another suggested it may have, 
been a safety flare, but it could 
not be confirmed.

lie was sitting in his subur¬ 
ban Toronto home when a news 
report came over the radio that 
a Chapeau Quc. man had told 
of sighting a “flying machine,” 
on his 10-acre farm near here. 

It wasn't the first time that 
the middle-aged civil servant 
became aroused at a story about 
“flying saucers.” Mr. McKay 
has been pursuing a more than 
avid interest in unidentified 
flying objects for five years. 

He had always read with curi¬ 
osity reports of persons who 
claimed to have seen strange 
phenomena m the sky. The pass 
ing 'interest developed into a 
pursuit for the truth when oue 
night he says be spotted a 
bright light in the sky “whicn 
jiggled and jogged,” in a man¬ 
ner too fast for an aircraft or 
satellite. 

“That ono particular incident 
got me more involved and it’s 
been a serious thing with me 
ever since,” Mr. McKay said 
today on his way to Chapeau 
to talk to Leo Paul Chaput. 

Mr. Chaput told reporters this 
week - about various incidents 
near his farm on the Wabash 
Line which lead him to believe 
in “flying machines.” 

Three large rings of matted 
grass just across the road from 
his home is his evidence that 
“a machine landed one night 
when he saw a blinding light 
that lit up the sky.’ 

The circles about 27 feet across 
are perfectly shaped and look 
like an object was resting on the 
grass tramping it down. 

. Mr. McKay was on his way to 
talk to the 64-year-okl Quebec 
i man to try to ascertain the ori- 
igin of the lings. 

A member of the Canadian 
Aerial Phenomena Research As¬ 
sociation and the National In¬ 
vestigations Committee of Aeri¬ 
al Phenomena, he gets phone 
calls in the middle of the night 
from people who claim to have 
spotted flying saucers. 

He says a story from 18 girl 
guides and three adults some- 
years ago really convinced him 
that something from outer space 
is paying visits to our planet. 

The group apparently observ- 
ed _ a UFO for a bout naif an 
hour'in the sky. 

LANDING ON EARTH? 

Because of current efforts to 
i land a cre-v on the moon, Mr. 
McKay says it is not impossible 
that other “beings,” could be 
attempting to do the same thing 
, with earth as their objective. 

!' “There have been reports of 
people seeing humanoids (little 
green men; carrying samples 
of soil in rocks." 

The UFO hobbyist says it is 
just that at the moment, but 
he hopes to derive a living from 
lecturing and writing in the 
future. 

When ho hears of someone 
spotting a. UFO he sends them 
a form to fill out or visits them. 
Facts about the incident are 
then sent to a psychologist. 

“That’s if I think the people 
are making it' up. If -^iot the 


forms arc sent to the organiza¬ 
tions I belong to. The material 
is filed and sometimes appears 
hi their magazines.” 

Studies about UFO’s are being 
pursued at the Unhersitv of 
Toronto he says and the Nation¬ 
al Research Council also pro¬ 
vides him v.ith information. 

“I get help from police and 
other government agencies in 
an unofficial way that keeps me 
I informed. of developments and 
! enables me vc do my research. ’ 
i Mr. McKay’s travels have 
’ taken him to northern Quebec, 
: northern Ontario and Michigan. 
' He has a theory which pin- 
ooints sightings in areas where 
there is usually a radio tower 
: for military establishment. 

! He cited the spotting of a 
; UFO by Killaloe detachment 
OPP officers one night at Wil- 


no last summer as such an in 
cident. 

Eighty per cent of the stories 
he investigates turn out to be 
false but o.Jy five per cent are 
hoaxes, he explained. 

"Many arc merely delusions 
or distortions. The Chapeau 
sighting I consider a borderline 
case from wliai I read in youi . 
| paper.’’ 

| The amateur UFO invesliga- 
j tor pays his own expenses lor:

Flying 
Objects in 
Sky Here 

Several flaming objects 
flashed across the late after- 
n o o n sky yesterday, startling 
hundreds of residents of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County. 

The objects were described as 
white w-ith a green or blue tinge 
and were reported to be flying 
faster than 2000 miles an hour 
Witnesses included the pilots of 
two small planes, one of whom 
gave chase briefly. 

Reports said that the objects 
crossed from east to west about 
S: 50 p.m. Residents from 
O’Fallon, 111., to Chesterfield in 
west St. Louis County saw the 
objects. 

They were seen as far east as 
Peoria, Ill., and by an airline 
pilot near Denver. All of the 
sighting were made about the 
same time, indicating that the 
objects were at a very high alti¬ 
tude. 

J. Allen Hynek, an astronomy 
professor at Northwestern Uni-! 
versify, said that the objects J 
could have been parts of a 
man-made satellite that burned 
as it re-entered the .earth’s at¬ 
mosphere. _ 

However, an official at the 
Space Defense Center in Colora¬ 
do Springs, Colo., told the Post 
Dispatch last night that the cen 
ter, whicn tracks man-made sat 
eliites, had no record of a satei 
lite scheduled to re-enter the at 
niosphere. 


The spokesman said that it 
was highly unlikely that the ob¬ 
jects were from a satellite be¬ 
cause rarely is one placed in an 
east-to-west orbit. 

Most authorities speculated 
;• that a large meteor entered the 
upper atmosphere and broke up 
as it hurtled earthward. 

The two pilots told officers at 
Scott Air Force Base that they 
were flying at about 2000 feet; 
when they saw the objects. Both 
said they thought the objects 
were about 2000 feet above their 
planes. 

One witness, Maj. John R. 
Richmond of the 1856 Facility 
Checking Squadron at Scott Air 
Force Base, flying at 3300 feet 
.in a T-33 jet, told the Post-Dis¬ 
patch that he first thought the 
!’"burning chrome-green” object 
■was one of the brightly colored 
1 jets operated by Braniff Inter¬ 
national Airlines. Richmond said 
the object appeared as more 
than 30 feet long and was leav¬ 
ing a 200-foot trail of small 
Whitish fragments as it nioved 
• westward in a flat trajectory 
at about 4000-feet altitude. 

Mrs. Michael Lev, a science 
teacher, said she was standing 
in Northwest Plaza when she 
saw the flaming objects. She 
said she doubted that they were 
meteors because they flew in 
formation. 

Most witnesses agreed that 
the objects seemed to fly a 
course that would parallel Inter¬ 
state Highway 70. However, of¬ 
ficials in the control tower at 
Lainbert-St. L o u i s Field said 
■they did not see the objects or 
record anything unusual on 
their radar equipment. 

No Air Force investigation is 
planned, a Scott Field spokes¬ 
man said.

‘Cosmic Phenomena 9 Tag 
Given Unexplained Lights

CAPE CANAVERAL — Unex¬ 
plained green and white lights, 
termed “cosmic phenomena” by the 
U.S. Coast Guard, were reported 
over the Atlantic Ocean from Port 
Canaveral to West Palm Beach 
Wednesday night. 

Coast Guard utility boats had sped 
to the rescue from Fort Pierce and 
Port Canaveral at the first report of 
a “distress flare” received from 
sheriff’s deputies at Indialantic and 
a civilian at Sebastian. The flare 
was estimated to be about eight 
miles at sea. 

THURSDAY MORNING Coast 
Guard spokesmen reported the 
rescue search was discontinued and 
the flare and others like it were 
ascribed to “cosmic phenomena.” 
Some lights were seen inland, 
reportedly near Jacksonville, 
spokesmen said. 


The lights were “green or white,” 
depending from which angle you saw 
them,” and resembled somewhat a 
meteorite the Coast Guard reported. 

According to Coast Guard spokes¬ 
men, who disclaimed the idea of 
unidentified flying objects, the cause 
of the flashes would be in the 
weatherman’s province, not theirs. 

PATRICK AIR Force Base weather¬ 
men stated they had no knowledge of 
lights and doubted if weather condi¬ 
tions could cause them. 

Dr. David D. Woodbridge, profes¬ 
sor of physics and space technology 
at Florida Institute of Technology, 
said one possible explanation of the 
lights would be “an electric glow 
from charges in the air.” 

Woodbridge could think of “no 
meteorological cause,” considering 
Wednesday night’s weather which 
was clear.

PEMBROKE (Special) — “Flying 
saucers” are .real to Leo Paul Chaput, 
a resident of the Wabash Line, six 
miles from here on the Quebec side of 
the Interprovincial Bridge. 

A father of eight children who owns 
a 10-acre farm on a back access road 
to Chapeau, the nearest community, 
Mr. Chaput claims to have had a visit 
from “one of those machines”, at fre¬ 
quent intervals for some time. 

The most recent was a month ago 
when the 54-year-old pulp mill worker 
at the nearby Consolidated-Bathurst 
plant says his visitors left markings in 
his fields. 

Three large circles of what appears 
to be singed or matted grass are Mr. 
Chaput’s evidence. Lately, the circles 
have become the focal point of inter¬ 
est for people from miles around who 
heard about the markings from neigh¬ 
bors in the area. 

The circles, each 27 feel in diameter 
have perimeters of about a foot in 
width and look as if an object that had 
legs inside landed on the grass.

WEED MHRKEIGS IN

CHAPEAU (Staff) - “We 
were sitting in the kitchen 
’round the back,” Leo Paul 
Chaput says, “when we saw 
this big white light that lit up 
the field. It was just like day.” 

This is the way Mr. Chaput, 
a wiry 54-year-old former bush- 
worker describes an incident 
one night recently on his 10- 
acre farm on the Wabash Line. 

It was a machine, he says, 
and it landed right here sev¬ 
eral times although we saw the 
light only that night. 

Impressions in the shape of 
huge circles of matted grass 
are Mr. Chaput’s evidence that 
something strange happened on 
his small farm on a back ac¬ 
cess road leading to Chapeau. 

Tfae rings, about 27 feet in 
diameter are perfectly formed 
where grass mysteriously dis¬ 


appeared or was burned as Mr. 
Chaput believes. Inside the cir¬ 
cles the grass is intact. 

Three such markings exist, 
one of which is a half-circle 
near a large rock-pile. 

“This is where the machine 
had a bad landing,” Mr. Cha¬ 
put explains, in the manner of 
a man with a firm belief in a 
theory. 

An employee of the Consoli- 
dated-Bathurst pulp mill at 
Portage du Fort, Mr. Chaput 
says his belief in unidentified 
flying objects stems from vari¬ 
ous strange incidents and 
noises occurring on his farm 
lately. 

‘‘One night, I was standing 
near the field and watched this 
bright object travelling below 
the tree-line, the front of it 
had two large red eyes. I 
watched it for about 10 minutes 
then it disappeared.”
